While Thieu did not say so, 


the bill apparently was the re- 
sult of U.S. government pres- 
sure to deal with the drug prob- 
lem. It appeared, however, to 
be directed not only against the 
supply of drugs to GIs but also 
against their growing use by 
Vietnamese young people. 


Thieu declared that the bill 


was presented to the National 
Assembly "with a view to pre- 
serving public health with an 
ultimate end of saving the 
race." 


"The present bill," he said in 


a statement, "evidences the de- 
termination of the Republic of 
Vietnam to eradicate the nar- 
cotics evil which is spreading

the council said in a statement 
which Meany read to newsmen. 


"As a result of 2% years of 


gross mismanagement by the 
Nixon administration, the coun- 
try is in an economic mess," it 
said. "We will do our patriotic 
duty, but we will not be the 
scapegoat for the economic fail- 
ures of this administration." 


About five million workers 


are unemployed and several 
million others are employed 
less than full time, because in- 
dustry is operating at only 73 
per cent of capacity, Meany 
said.

Stan Lee 
Too Good 
for Ark.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-At the 


age of 18, golfer Stan Lee is too 
good for Arkansas. 


He has beaten the state's best 


players, week after week; beat- 
en them at match play and 
stroke play, on all types of 
courses. 


The Heber Springs youngster

Some say he'll have to com- 


pete against the top college 
players to improve but Lee has 
chosen a different route.

(State College of Arkansas at 
Conway)," he said. "The reason 
being I've come this far pretty 
much on my own, with the help 
of pro Dave Bennett. If you 
want to bad enough you can get 
better. 


I,ee is aware that most of 


young professionals on the tour 
are products of the colleges 
with top-flight golf programs. 


"I believe if you've got what 


it takes, you can make it," Lee 
said. "I'm not saying I do, but 
I'm going to give it all I got." 


His plaas call for three or 


four national amateur tourna- 
ments next summer. 


"1 want to be able to play 


good every week," he said. 
"Not 
good at Rosswood, bad at 


Searcy and good in the state 
tournament. I'd like to improve 


next year as much as I have 
this year." 


I*e explains his third-place 


showing at Searcy by saying he 
was not in the proper "mental 
state." For one thing, he was 
swinging bad; for another, he 
was almost bored. 


After 
Saturday's round 
at 


Searcy, Lee drove back 
to 


Heber Springs and persuaded 
Bennett to take a look at his 
swing. 


"He watched me hit about 30 


shots and told me what I was 
doing wrong ... I was over- 
swinging," Ijee said. "Monday, 
I hit about 1,000 balls and on 
Tuesday I hit about 500 and 
played 27 holes." 


When 
I*e 
went 
to 
Hot 


Springs, he was ready for the 
match play tournament. 


"I wanted to win that more 


than any other one," he said. 
"I was the defending champion 
and nobody had ever won the 
match play and the stroke play 
tournament in one year." 


Lee played 114 holes at Hot 


Springs and was nine under par. 


Monday, he was back on the 


practice tee at the Red Apple 
Country Club. 


"I played about nine holes 


and then when I see what I'm 
doing wrong, 1 practice on what 
I need to," he said. "I practice 
chipping and putting for about 
45 minutes and then I hit shag 
balls until it gets dark. If I'm 
playing real well I may play 27 
holes and hit 200 or 300 balls. 
If I'm playing bad, I may hit 
as many as 800." 


Lee believes the fact that he 


has laid off the four-ball tourna- 
ments has helped his game. 


"Four-ball tournaments are 


bad for your game," he said. "I 
just can't get interested in 
them. You hit a bad shot and 
you figure your partner will pull 
you through." 


Lee earned a golf scholarship 


to 
Houston 
University 
but 


dropped out in the middle of his 
freshman year and enrolled at 
SCA.

Questions 
Still Linger 
A fter Paige

COOPERSTOWN, N.Y. ( A P ) 


— How good a pitcher was I,e- 
roy "Satchel" 
Paige in his 


prime, when the doors to major 
league baseball were closed to 
him 
because 
his skin 
was 


black? 


The question lingers in the 


aftermath of Paige's induction 
Monday into Baseball's Hall of 
Fame. And it may never be an- 
swered to the satisfaction of all 
since Paige didn't pitch in the 
majors until he was 42. 


But Frank Forbes, a member 


of the special committee that 
elected Paige to the Hall of 
Fame and the umpire in chief 
of the Negro league during 
Paige's prime, offers this esti- 
mate of ol' Satchel's ability: 


"In his prime he would have 


been an easy 30-game winner in 
the majors—easy. It's almost 
impossible to even think any- 
body ever was as good. 


"When he hooked up on the 


tour with major leaguers there 
was no contest. Even Joe Di- 
Maggio and Ted Williams said 
he was the best. The most 
amazing thing about him was 
that he was a smart pitcher. He 
had 
everything 
a 
pitcher 


should." 


It's a far more subjective 


judgment than the few statis- 
tics on Paige's bronze Hall of 
Fame plaque, which records 
his 28-31 won-lost record in the 
majors but is unable to cite any 
of his exploits during two dec- 
ades of Negro league stardom. 


But 
even 
as 
the 
major 


leagues ignored Paige during 
his prime, Paige subconsciously 
returned the snub. 


"I didn't have any dreams 


about Cooperstown," said Paige 
as he stood hands on hips on 
the steps of the baseball library 
at the formal induction ceremo- 
nies. And he elaborated after- 
wards by noting: 


"I knew I could throw harder 


than anyone around until 1942— 
and that was for 25 years. I 
had a world of my own. They 
didn't want me; it didn't make 
no difference to me." 


But Monday made a differ- 


ence and Paige left no doubt 
about that when he said: 


"I am the proudest man on 


earth today." 


Paige's induction as the first 


of the pre-1947 stars of the Ne- 
gro leagues to be elected to the 
Hall of Fame overshadowed the 
induction of seven other new 
members, bringing to 126 the 
number of baseball 
enshrined here.

Some may be having sec- 


ond thoughts a b o u t the 
security of this procedure be- 
cause of the occasional re- 
ports of police complicity in 
burglaries.

glars.

thing would happen to you, 
although no one can guaran- 
tee it won't.

Turn on a Light—It doesn!t 


take a very smart burglar tp 
know that a house in which 
only the kitchen light burns 
—night and day — is a house 
where no one's home. Al- 
most as bad is the $6.95 
timer that faithfully turns on 
the same bulb at the same 
time. 


Instead, blow 20 bucks for 


three timers and set them 
so they illuminate different 
parts of the house at differ- 
ent times. And be sure to 
plug a radio (with good vol- 
ume) 
into the timer, too. 


Clutter It Up — Nothing 


tips off a vacant house like 
the absence of junk lying 
around. All the lawn ..chairs 
are put away, ^ho bike's or 
toys are in evidence, and 
garbage cans are b'ften 
stored in the garage. 


It's normal enough to pick 


up before you leave, but 
don't overdo it. 
A butt-

Dear Dr. Lamb—My hus- 


band and 1 are in our early 
20s. Because he is still in 
school, pregnancy is quite 
u n d e s i r a b l e . We've been 
married a year and a half. 
For the first year, we used 
temperature r h y t h m . Now 
I'm using the Pill, which I 
take for 21 days and am off 
for seven days. My doctor 
told me that, to be sure of 
a v o i d i n g pregnancy, we 
should 
abstain 
for 
those 


seven days while I'm not tak- 
ing the P'ill (during menstru- 
ation). This is no better than 
rhythm. We still must ab- 
stain! My friends say my 
doctor is overcautious. Must 
we abstain now? I'm so con- 
fused. 


D e a r Rcader—If you 


wanted to be absolutely sure, 
you could abstain all the 
time. In truth, most physi- 
cians do not think it is nec- 
essary to abstain during the 
seven-day period you are not 
taking the Pill. 


The b i r t h - c o n t r o l pill 


works by taking it regularly 
20 or 21 days in succession 
(depending on type) and 
then stopping the pill seven 
days, for the menstrual pe- 
riod. By using the pill regu- 
larly in this manner, ovula- 
tion is prevented. The hor- 
mone in the pill that pre- 
vents this is similar to the 
natural hormone the woman 
produces during pregnancy, 
to prevent additional ova 
from being r e l e a s e d and 
causing multiple pregnan- 
cies.

with a jaundiced eye. He 
t h o u g h t rather unhappily 
about how his partner had 
punished him for overcalling 
with only a four-card suit. 
Not that South's overcallwas 
really bad.

Then South started to take 


stock to see if he could save 
anything from the wreckage. 
He could see five losers out- 
side the trump suit. The best 
he could hope for would be 
to get out for m i n u s 500 
points. 


What could the e n e m y 


make in spades. South was 
l o o k i n g at three aces. If 
trumps were going to divide 
2-2 his p a r t n e r ' s king of 
trumps would be enough to 
set four spades. 


Since the game was match- 


point duplicate, South noted 
that if hearts d i v i d e d 3-1 
there would be a lot of East- 
West pairs bidding and mak- 
ing four spades for a score 
of 620. In that case, while 
minus 500 would not be any- 
thing to write home about, it 
would be a r e s p e c t a b l e 
score. So South decided to 
play the hand for a 3-1 trump 
split. 


He reviewed the bidding 


and decided that East was 
likely to be short. As soon 
as he got the lead he played 
his ace of trumps; continued 
with the jack and finessed. 
He got out for minus 500 and 
a fair score.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I have a 


brother who is an alcoholic. 
He has an ulcer and two 
years ago started having epi- 
leptic seizures. This happens 
only after he has been drink- 
ing for a month or so. He 
will not seek medical help. 
What I would like to know 
is why this happens only 
when 'he stops d r i n k i n g . 
Could these seizures be fatal 
if he does not get help? Also, 
what could I do to help? 


Dear Reader—It is possi- 


ble that your brother's con- 
vulsions are from epilepsy, 
but they may well be what 
we call "rum fits," or alco- 
holic epilepsy. These usually 
occur within 48 hours after 
stopping alcohol and often 
precede the development of 
delirium tremens, a danger- 
ous development in the long 
road of alcoholism. 


The body develops a physi- 


ological dependence on alco- 
hol and heavy drinkers have 
to have the alcohol gradu- 
ally removed. Stopping alco- 
hol in a person who really 
drinks a lot should be ac- 
complished under a physi- 
cian's supervision because of 
this problem. 


If your brother won't see 


a doctor, you might contact 
the Alcoholics Anonymous 
Assn. and ask them for help. 
Someone might be able to 
talk to him and help get him 
to a doctor and into an ac- 
tive program. The U.S. Pub- 
lic Health Service is now es- 
tablishing a number of alco- 
holic treatment centers and, 
if one happens to be in your 
locality, perhaps they can 
give you some suggestions.

Barbs From the Bench 


On trial for burglary, the de- 


fendant was trying to explain why 
he had been observed near the 
scene of the crime at Ihree o'clock 
in the morning. But the judge was 
skeptical. 


"Honest people," he suid caus- 


tically, "are 
in bed at 
three 


o'clock in the morning." 


Was the judge's remark preju- 


dicial? Indeed it was, ruled an 
appellate court, granting the de- 
fendant a new trial. The court 
said (he judge had no right, even 
by wisecrack, to blacken the de- 
fendant's reputation. 


The appellate court was con- 


cerned not about the feelings of 
the defendant but about the minds 
of the jurors. 


"The jury." said one expert, 


''can be easily influenced by the 
slightest suggestion from the (trial 
judge), whether it be a nod of the 
head, a smile, a frown, or a 
spoken word. It is imperative that 
(he) conduct himself with utmost 
caution in order that the unusual 
power he possesses shall not be 
abused." 


Unfortunately, a new trial is 


costly in both time and money. 
Accordingly, even if a judge has 
said something to disparage the 
defendant, 
the appellate court 


will usually overlook it if there 
seems to be no great harm done. 
Often a. judge who realizes his 
mistake can "lake the sting out" 
of what he said by instructing the 
jury to ignore it. 


Nor is a judge expected to be 


superhuman. In the heat of a trial, 
he may 
understandably show 


flashes of nonjudicial emotion. 


In one case, while the judge 


was talking with u lawyer, the de- 
fendant kept interrupting. Finally 
the judge burst out: 


"Please keep quiet. 1 don't like 


it. You are here to answer ques- 
tions. If there is any more of that 
kind of talk, you will be in jail 
for contempt of court." 


But this lime, an appellate court 


found no grounds for a new trial. 
The court said that, even though 
the judge should not have lost his 
temper, be could be excused for 
a natural reaction to a stressful 
situation. 


The 
United 
States Supreme 


Court once summarized the mat- 
ter as follows: 


"A defendant is entitled to a 


fair trial but not a perfect one."

Desertion 
Rate Climbs 
in Vietnam

WASHINGTON (AP) - Des- 


pite the shrinking U.S. combat 
role, the Army's desertion rate 
in the Vietnam conflict has 
climbed to the peak set in 
World War II. 


The 
number 
of 
desertion 


cases in the first 10 months of 
the 1971 fiscal year, which end- 
ed June 30, increased to 68,449, 
the equivalent of 4M: combat di- 
visions. Figures for the final 
two months will push it even 
higher. 
» 


Desertion—absent without of- 


ficial leave for more tyan 30 
days—has been on the rise 
since escalation of the Vietnam 
war was begun in 1965. In 1968 
the desertion rate surpassed 
the Korean war high of 22.5 per 
1,000, but until not it had been 
below that of World War II. 


According to figures supplied 


by the 
Army, the rate of 


desertions for fiscal 1971 as of 
April was 62.6 per 1,000 men, 
compared with 52.3 for all of 
fiscal 1970. During World War 
II the Army's desertion rate hit 
a peak of 63 for 1,000 in 1944. 


The AWOL and desertion rate 


for the Navy and Air Forc_e/ is 
almost miniscule compared to 
that of the Army and Marine 
Corps. The Marines, however, 
report a decline in their desert- 
ion figures from a high of 59.6 
per 1,000 in fiscal to 56.1 per 
1,000 last year. 


A great majority of deserters 


either are picked up or volun- 
tarily return to their units. Be- 
cause of the legal difficulty in 
proving intent of never return- 
ing to duty, most are tried on 
the lesser charge of being 
AWOL. 


A Senate 
Armed Services 


subcommittee accused the Pen- 
tagon two years ago of a lack 
of concern and failure to deal 
sternly with the thousands of 
servicemen running away each 
year. In response, the Defense 
Department last September es- 
tablished a uniform policy for 
all the services to follow in 
dealing with deserters. 


The Army blamed the Viet- 


nam war for the big increase, 
citing some soldiers' fear of 
being wounded or killed in com- 
bat as the most frequent reason 
for running away. Most of those 
going AWOL did so after re- 
ceiving their Vietnam orders, 
the Army said. 


But today the casualties are 


down and fewer replacements 
are being sent to the battle 
zone—15,000 a month compared 
with 45.000 per month in 1968.
